SAAC B. REED of the famous old firm of 
Reed and Johnson, Horse and Carriage 
Auctioneers, located a generation ago on 
Nassau Street, opposite the old New York 
Post Office, is the proud possessor of some 


rare souvenirs, which are closely entwined 
with our national history, from Colonial times to 
the days of the Civil War. 

Through a strange fatality—or remarkable 
coincidence as you may prefer to call it—Mr. 
Reed is so inseparably connected with the story 
of these souvenirs that we are compelled to ac- 
cept him as a part of the collection. 

His ancestors came over with Miles Standish 
and he is a lineal descendant of Uzal Knapp, the 
last survivor of Washington’s old body-guard, 
who, as the inscription on his monument at New- 
burg tells us departed this life in 1856, at t-e 
ripe old age of 103 years. 

Mr. Reed is a relative of the late Hon. Thomas B. 
Reed, ex-Speaker of the House of .-epresentatives, 
but the story with its rare relics portrays rather 
the great men of the past generations and 
brings out those reflected side-lights and delicate 

touches of shade which illustrate in a charming 
way the characteristic traits of our-great men. 

Mr. Reed was an intimate friend of General 
John A. Dix, and at the outbreak of the war 
secured through Gen. Dix an introduction to 
Salmon P. Chase, with whom he negotiated the 
peeing of the United States Bonds, by the 

ational Bank Note Company of New York. , 

During the progress negotiations Mr. Chase ex- 
pressed to Mr. Reed his belief that it would be 
difficult to market a National Loan, as he feared 
that it would be an unpopular one, and asked 
him plainly what he would do in the case if he 
were Secretary of the Treasury. 

“T° would merely give a little more interest,” 
replied Mr. Reed. “You just give them seven 
and three tenths interest instead of seven and 
you will see the public scramble for them!” 

The idea of giving seven-thirty per cent. in- 
terest, so that accrued interest might be com- 
poe daily—seven-thirty being just twice three 

undred and sixty-five,—struck Secretary Chase 
as being good and was therefore adopted and 
proved to be a great success.

One of these serious minded men, a Congress- 
man, called on Mr. Lincoln one day at the White 
House during the dark days of 1862, on an im- 
portant matter. The President began by telling 
a story. The serious man objected, and said he 
didn’t come there to listen to stories. Mr. 
Lincoln became serious himself. 

“Sit down,” he said to his visitor; “sit down. 
I respect you as a sincere and earnest man. 
You cannot be more anxious than I am, always, 
and I want to.say to you that if it were not for 
the occasional vent find in these stories, I 
should die.” 

Another story will show further how much he 
appreciated humor. In the Toledo Blade “Petro- 
leum V. Nasby’”’ was writing humorous political 
articles which pleased Mr. Lincoln so much that 
he said to a, friend as he laid the newspaper 
aside, laughing: ‘I’m going to send for Nas , 
and if he can communicate his talent to me, I’ i 
swap places with him.” 

We may readily believe that if the swap could 
have been affected it would have been a great 
relief to Mr. Lincoln. 

Although the marriage of the plain and 
lebeian Lincoln to Mary Todd, the aristocratic 
outhern woman, was not at all times ideal, 
their married life was not worse than the aver- 
age, and he thought a great deal of her.

Hedebo Embroidery 


American women are quick to take up all 
the various kinds of needlework introduced 
by the natives of other countries. 

The peasants of Denmark originated, and 
have for many years devoted much of their 
time to making Hedebo embroidery or Danish 
cutwork, which, recently, many of our women 
have become adepts in. The designs used are 
largely geometrical figures, the beauty of the 
work depending not on these forms, but the 
needlework which they enclose. 

The collar illustrated in Fig. 1, is an original 
design submitted by Miss Elma I. Locke, and 
is worked on white linen with mercerized floss, 
although this or cotton may be substituted for 
the linen thread, it will not give as pleasing re- | 
sults and the wearing qualities of the article | 
will be lessened considerably. 

_ All the edges of this collar are closely but- 
tonholed around in a small scallop. 

As is often the case, French embroidery and 
eyelets are here combined with the Hedebo, 
the upper point being decorated in this way 
entirely, while embroidery surmounted the 
*cutwork of the tab.

In doing this work a single thread is first 
run around each form and then they are out- 
lined with buttonhole stitches set closely to- 
gether, the purled edge coming on the inner 
side, after which the linen is cut away, leaving 
a firm edge. 

Now fasten the linen securely to a stiff paper 
or oil cloth, care being taken not to pull the 
forms outof shape. . a 

The filling stitches are mostly variations of 
the buttonhole stitch, although most any lace 
stitch is suitable for this work. 

’ From Miss Lottie Skeen comes the collar il- 
lustrated in Fig. 2. In this instance the 
Hedebo lace edge is added after the button- 
holing is done. To make this a second row 
of loose buttonhole stitching follows the first, 
then points are made by making four or five 
stitches and decreasing to one; from the point 
thus formed run up the side by taking a stitch 

in each row, and proceed thus to the next 
point, instead of breaking the thread. 

The device in the center of this collar is per- 
haps the most difficult. After the four forms 
around the center circle have been buttonholed 
and the linen cut away, each section is filled 
with the Point d’ Amers Far stitch, which is 
made by running two lengthwise threads in 
the center of eac space, over and under these

Drawnwork Towel End 


This elaborate towel is finished on both sides 
and either side of the wide border with a 
double row of hemstitching. On the ends, be- 


| tween this hemstitching and the main border, 


leave a space of equal width. Then draw two 
and one half inches of threads and hémstitch 
on both sides into groups of three or four 
threads, after which go through the center 
catching groups of six together and carrying 
the thread first to one side and then the other 
instead of straight through the center. After 
this the groups are divided and tied (two and 
two together), three times on each side of the 
center, the threads at the ends being crossed, 
caught and darned in as shown in the design. 

The three inch hem is decorated with the 
buttonhole trimming. To make this take a 
spool, place in the center of the space to be 
worked, and mark around it, then move it 
along until the edge of the spool comes. to the 
edge of the circle just drawn, mark again and 
continue’ in this way. Now draw a line 
through the center of these circles, and draw 
a row of half circles above and below it, plac- 
ing the spool so the middle of it will come 
where the circles meet, in this way small ovals 
will be formed, cut each through the center, 
turn in the edges and buttonhole loosely all 
around, then run the thread back through the 
center, catching the stitches together. 

Handsome bureau or sideboard cover could

The nourishment she needs 
should not..cost more than ‘fifty cents a day. 
Sleeping in a tent or in the woods, or having one’s 
bed in the window costs nothing, except a little 
effort and a little courage, and plenty of blankets. 
Sunshine, fresh air, abundance of nourishment 
and freedom from worry will cure all but the 
worst cases of consumption. Making long trips to 
Colorado often does more harm than good. 
Home sickness is almost as bad as consumption, 
and the thought of uying far from home among 
strangers is a depressing terror that won’t down. 
There are institutions for consumptives, but it is 
exceedingly hard to get into them. There is 
always a lot of red tape, in most cases seven 
dollars a week is the lowest charge, and the 
atmosphere is very depressing. Never go to an 
institution if you can help it. What Mrs. Ten- 
nant wants is plenty of nourishment. Here is 
another case for you cowboys and others, who 
spend your dimes for villainous fire water, called 
whiskey? Cut out one drink a week, and send 
y. « dime to Mrs. Tennant for a quart of milk. 
Girls cut out your candy, and send the money 
to Mrs. Tennant for milk and eggs. The best 
way to help shut-ins is to get interested in one 
case, and stick to that case. Suppose twenty-one 
of our million readers sentMrs. ‘lennant ten cents 
a week fora year regularly and unfailingly, that 
would provide all the milk she needs. _Some 
of the rest of you might supply the eggs. Now I 
have pointed a way for you to help this poor 
soul. Put yourself in her place, and for God’s 
sake don’t let her die for the want of few 
quarts of milk (an article that often s to. 
waste in many of your homes), and a few dozen 
eggs. Mrs. Tennant, from her letter, I gather 
is a woman of education and refinement.

ventriloquially ‘‘Allo”. Now you wish to make 
the voice sound from above as though coming 
from the roof. Very well: throw the voice 
slightly forward in the mouth making it strike 
against the _top of the hard palate. It will 
cause a tickling sensation across the roof of the 
mouth. After two or three attempts you will 
be surprised how easily the “above’” pitch will 
come. To bring the voice gradually level strike 
the sound further back on the roof of the mouth. 

At this stage you will make the interesting 
discovery that you can sound five distinct notes 
in bringing your voice from above to level. First, 
the isolated overhead sound which modulates 
till the ventriloquial voice is brought quite level. 
You familiarize yourself with these notés—by 
practicing a scale exercise with the drone, using 
each vowel in rotation, but beginning with “Ah”. 

Now, instead of making “Ah” sound clearly 
from the back of the throat, we reverberate it 
against the roof of the mouth commencing the 
sound in the hollow behind the teeth, then 
against the top back and finally the back of the 
mouth. This gives us the scale. After master:

Now uncle, as long as there is a profit in liquor, 
local option will not stop its sale. Take Georgia for 
instance, they have local option and Tennessee liquor 
firms are getting rich from the orders they receive 
from. those local option counties. I say, let us stop 
the profit, then we will stop the liquor, as there 

_will be no saloons when the profit is cut out. In 
this town we have a dozen or more saloons and our 
young men and young women are there drinking at 
the bar. Now if we take the profit out of the 
saloon, it would stop drinking; it would stop two 
thirds of the crimes that are committed, it would 
make better fathers, better mothers and above all, 
better citizens and when we have good citizens we 
have less liquor drinking going on about us. Now 
cousins, let’s us yote down with profits, it’s better than 
local option, as that does not keep out the liquor. 
Your cousin, A. T. McELRay.’ 

‘Mac, there is much food for thought in your 
excellent letter, and I wish more would write 
such letters as yours. The liquor habit is a 
dire and awful curse, and any plan for either 
controlling, or abolishing it is well worthy. of con- 
sideration. Personally I dislike to discuss the 
matter, for if you suggest any plan except that 
advocated by the prohibitionists, you might as 
well go and engage a seat in a graveyard at 
once. That noble and glorious man, the late 
Bishop Horatio Potter, dared to attempt to re-

lionaires the other. (You remember Abraham 
Lincoln said that no nation that was half slave, 
and half free could continue to be a nation.) 
The only trouble about the prohibition princi- 
ple is, that it is liable to be carried to such 
an extreme that there will be little person- 
al liberty left. After rum has, been abolished, 
there will be a movement to abolish tea and 


coffee, for there are already tea and coffee 
drunkards galore.

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W. J. B. has a hen who lays all the time, and 
never wants to set, which she describes as something 
like a Brown Leghorn, only the neck-feathers are 
brown and black. The comb hangs over to one side, 
and is not as thick as a Leghern’s. . She desires very 
much to know what breed the hen is, and where 
poe 0 get thoroughbred birds and eggs of the same 
variety. 

A.—I should imagine that your hen is a cross 
between a Brown Leghorn and a Red Game, or some 
chance sport from a mongrel stock. It sometimes 
happens that an especially good layer develops from un- 
considered mixing of breeds, but should you use ber 
eggs for hatching, the chickens would in all prob- 
ability possess none of their mother’s good points. 
That is the principal reason for mongrel stock being 
so unprofitable as a whole. 


N. 8.—My young chickens have what I should -caH 
catarrh. It commences with a thin discharge, which 
gradually gets werse, until some of them have a very 
disagreeable odor. Once in a while one will have 
swollen eyes; two or three have had frothy eyes. Some 
of them have had this discharge for months, and it 
does not get any worse. They have a warm, clean 
coop, plenty of fresh water and a mixture of food. I 
attend them as I have attended them for years past, 
and I always had good results until this year. 

A.—lI fear that the hereditary roup bas been intro- 
duced into your flock, either by a new rooster last 
season, or by eggs for hatching or strange hens. A 
cold, eyen when it is roupy, can sometimes be cured. 
But really, I don’t think it pays to try to doctor 
hereditary roup. I‘ strongly advise you to kill and 
burn the affected birds, and before the hatching sea- 
son commences. And if you did have a strange rooster 
this past year, get rid of him, no matter how strong 
and healthy he may look. 


©. E. B.—Can you tell me what is the matter with 
my chickens? They are Rose-Comb Brown Leghorns. 
Their throats and mouths become swollen, and there 
is a kind of slimy saliva in their mouths, and some- 
times a bunch of yellow stuff at one side of the mouth, 
which~when pulled out, leaves no sore or raw place 
underneath. Their breathing is wheezy at first, but 
develops into a rattle as they get worse. They eat 
‘well, but are inclined to sit around. We have given 
the affécted oncs a teaspoonful of kerosene oil, and 
rubbed kerosene on the outside of their throats. They 
had an attack like this some time ago, but were all 
over it when it started again. It is the young pullets 
which are affected, and they are in a new house 
where there are no draughts, but plenty of windows 
covered with wire netting, and a burlap curtain at 
night. The house was thoroughly disinfected before 
they went into it with whitewash and carbolie acid. 
We also put acid into the drinking water, and at in- 
tervals, camphor or alum. We have two good-sized 
houses for each seventy-five birds, and yards of about 
one hundred and fifty feet by fifty feet, and alternate 
the flocks from one to the other, digging up and sow- 
ing wheat between times. They have had plenty of 
green food, shelled corn-and green bone. They were 
out one day when. it rained, and we open_ the 
windows early in the morning before it is day. Could 
either of these facts haye caused the trouble? The 
floors of the houses get very dirty, and when the 
birds scratch for grain in the straw, clouds of dust 
rise up! Could that hurt them? Pardon this long let- 
ter, but I wanted you to know all about it. 

A.—I think your birds must be suffering from too 
much kindness. Really, all your arrangements, and the 
method of caring for them, as described in your letter, 
are excellent, with the one exception of your system 
of putting carbolic acid in the drinking water, which 
is dangerous, unless you are sure it is very carefully 
mixed. Especially is this so if you use crude car- 
bolic acid, which is very. oily, and liable to remain 
in globules; and when taken into a bird’s mouth would 
scald it and cause a. cheesy-looking spot resembling 
canker, which I can hardly think your birds have, 
for when the yellow growth is removed, and a bird is 
suffering from canker, it leaves a raw space. Canker 
is caused by cold, musty grain, or litter. Now it is 
just possible that you have used old hay or straw 
for the floor of the houses, and that has caused the 
trouble. I think perhaps it will be well for you to 
try a remedy usually recommended for canker. Mix 
equal parts of. pulverized camphor and boric acid and 
sub-nitrate of bismuth. Blow it into the nostrils or 
mouth through a straw or glass tube. 


S. E.—What do you mean by oil meal? 
A.—Ground flaxseed. 


L. E,—Reai answer to C. E. B. 


H. A. B.—I regret that I cannot answer your let- 
ter through the mail. I think your chickens have 
been having too much animal food. In all probability 
some carcass has laid around in an unseen place until 
putrid, and then been eaten by the birds, which would 
cause acute indigestion. The best remedy is to remove 
the cause. I. strongely recommend you to bury all 
the skinned carcasses, or at least use them very spar- 
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Geese and Goslings 


HERE is no doubt about geese being 
~ profitable, for they are in demand dur- 
g the summer, as what are called 
green geese—which means that- sea- 
‘son’s hatching—and in winter for the 
_. holiday market. Then there is the 
extra profit from the feathers, which is quite a 
consideration, for it only takes about three 
- geese to make a FR wet of feathers, and the regu- 
Tar price is a dollar a pound. Of course, in 
plucking ,- the quills, soft feathers, and .down, 
_Inust be Kept separate, as they are used for dif- 
ferent purposes. The quills must be kept un- 
roken, and as smooth as possible, as they 
eventually go to the millinery trade, and are 
worthless if crushed. If only a few birds are 
wanted’ for home ncapi dee it is better to 
buy one or two Settings of eggs to hatch under 
common hens. But if you mean to raise birds 
for market, even in a limited way, I strongly 
advise you ‘to buy mature birds, which means 
geese over two years of age, for though geese of 
one year old lay, their eggs are almost worthless 
for incubation. Few hatch, and those that do 
only produce poor goslings, small, and so want- 
ing in vitality that they invariably die during 
babyhood. Another important fact to remember 
is the faithful nature of ganders. If separated 
from their chosen mates, they will mourn, and 
seldom pay any attention to strange females dur- 
ing that season. Therefore it is wise to buy 
mated birds from the same farm, and not 
strangers from distant neighborhoods, as in the 
ease of hens and roosters. Once having a flock, 
respect family ties, as geese retain their value as 
breeders for-at least seven years, and in many 
cases much longer, though I don’t care to keep 
a gander after he is six years of age. 
Each~family should consist of a gander and 
four or five females. To insure fertile eggs, 
they must have abundant green food and a body 
of water to swim in. If a pond or river is not 
_ Possible, sink a large tub in the ground until 
_ the top is even with the ground, and filP with 
water so they can at least do plenty of bathing. 
If a quantity of geese are to be kept, flocks 
of four or five females and a_gander- should 
be kept on a colonizing plan. Large cases, or 
_ some rough shelter, and barrels of nests grouped 
together for each family, will soon be acknowl- 
edged as home if they are always fed near them. 
Hach colony should be separated by at_ least 
enty-five feet, and fifty would be _ better. 
_ Strange birds should be controlled at first by a 
_ fence of wire netting, put up in a temporary 
way so it can be easily removed when the birds 
have settled down to their own group of build- 


ings. —

A.—Mildew is very difficult to banish when once-es- 
tablished. .Sulphur and tobacco are both excellent 
remedies, and patient perserverance with either will 
eventually banish mildew. I have never heard that 
oleander leaves were poisonous, but I have no 
authority for contradicting your neighbor’s assertion.
